THE JOHN PINCHES ARCHIVE COLLECTION 


In 1969 the famous firm of medallists, John Pinches, was sold to an American company, 
the Franklin Mint; much of the work previously undertaken was dispersed, thus ending 
nearly one hundred and twenty years of numismatic manufacturing history. 

The company was founded by John Pinches in 1840 and grew to become, under the 
energetic management of his direct descendants, one of the largest private mints in the 
United Kingdom, striking medals for numerous institutions and societies in this country 
— both national and local — including bodies as diverse as the Royal Society of Arts, the 
Zoological Society of the London, Liverpool School of Tropical Medicine, the Society 
of Portrait Sculptors and the London School of Economics. 

John Harvey Pinches, the last managing director and great grandson of the founder, 
recently published The Medals of John Pinches as a tribute to the many talented and 
dedicated artists, medallists and craftsmen involved in the creation of these miniature 
works of art. A splendid corpus of the major items struck by the company, the pieces 
described and illustrated form the major proportion of the collection to be offered for 
sale by auction; the two parts forming, perhaps, the largest group of twentieth century 
British medals ever to appear at auction. Institutional awards and prize medals of all 
kinds, many seldom seen on the market, feature strongly, but also included are civilian 
awards for gallantry and a great variety of commemorative and other pieces. Many of 
the medals were the work of medallists such as Allan Wyon, John Robert Pinches, 
father of the vendor, and George de Saulles, the last Chief Engraver at the Royal Mint; 
others were designed or modelled by artists of international reputation, such as Sir 
Charles Wheeler, Gilbert Bayes and J. H. MacNair. Thus the medals represent a 
fascinating diversity of styles; equally, all reflect the commitment of the company to 
standards of the highest quality, whatever the work in question, whether a Coronation 
souvenir or a prestigious award.
